THE GONSERVATIVE (JEIMFTA[N. 

The Mnniiiia of Siiliibiiry Iihh been 
fiually called on by Eler Miijesly to form 
a government, and is \f>w at Bulinoral. 
Mr. Gladstone, ia the huusu, anuuunced 
his resignation, nncl the country 13 now 
welcoming his successor. On tlio routo to 
Balmoral, yesterday, we foad that the 
new premier was eiithusiaBtically choored, 
and that at Aberdeen, whore some one 
proposed "three cheers for Gladstone," 
the response was a vigoroua chorus of 
groans and his^tis. The Clladatono ^ov- 
vernment bud outlived its uaefulnesa three 
yeara ago. lU career since the Majuba 
Hill diaoater and the dtagtaOBful troaty 
with the Uoers has been a series of ad- 
vances and retreats- For niiiny months 
it seemed to drift in a purposeless man- 
ner — liko a ship at sea without rudder or 
compass. The British are a proud and 
warlike race and it wiia gnlliiif,' to national 
pride, and ruinous to national prustij,'o to 
find the governniont biickinj; down in 
Afghanistan and seuttlini; oiit of I'li^ypt 
before PJl Malidi's iinbreeched liordo of 
badly-armed aava<,'es. 'i'lie downfall of 
the ministry was plainly foriihadowod by 
recent events and now that a most wel- 
come chanf^e has taken place in the s<ov- 
ernmont of the country should Russia or 
any other power attempt to play the i-Dlf. 
of bully with Great Hritain as the victim, 
it will tind to its sorrow that "tlioro's life 
in the old dog yet." 'I'ho Marquis of 
Salisbury, who has just been called to the 
premiership of the greatest and wealthiest 
nation on earth, is in his &5th year. Ue 
is the eldest surviviiiL; .son of the 
second Marquis <if Salisbury, and iii 
a graduate of O.xford. Ue entered par- 
liament in LSfiJ as Lord Robert Cocil 
and assumed the courtesy title of Viscount 
Cranborne. He married in 18i)7, a 
daughter of Baron Alderaon. His lord- 
ship took an active part in all public mea- 
sures which affected the interests of the 
established church, and in the loading 
church of England inatitutiotis; and ho 
was a frequent contributor to the t,>upr- 
torly Review and to other periodicals. In 
Lord Derby's third aduiinislration ho was, 
in July, 1806, appointed secretary of state 
for India, which post he resigned on ac- 
count of difl'erunco in opinion respecting 
the Reform Bill, March -', 180T, when 
two other cabinet niiiii.stera, viz., General 
Peel, war aocrotary, and Lord Carnarvon, 
colonial secretary, also gave in their re- 
aignatiuna. His lordship was again ap- 
pointed secretary of state for India when 
Mr, Disraeli returned to oflice in Feb., 
IS?"!;. When at the close of the war be- 
tween Turkey and Servia,ditlerencua arose 
between the former power and Russia, 
the Marquia of yaliabury was sent as 
special ambassador to the Sublime Porte, 
and he and Sir Henry Elliott acted as 
joint plenipQtentiuries of Groat Britain at 
the conference of Conafantinoplo. His 
lordship left England Nov. 20, 187li, and 
en route visited Paris, Berlin, Vienna and 
Rome, The progress towards agreement 
made at the preliminary meetinua held at 
the Russian embassy in Constantinople 
were so satisfactury, that the former con 
ferenco, at wliioli the joint proij^i.^i.-ila of 
the powers were pre.iseil u[)oii the Porte, 
was opened on December 'jy. .Ai the 
same time the new con.stit uiion of the 
Ottoman empire was formally promul- 
gated by its author, Midhat Piiaha The 
Marquis of Salisbury really took the place 
of leader at the coiifereii u, which 
held altogether seven plenary nteet 
ings. On Sui.day, .January 1-ilh, 1877, 
he held an audience of the Sultan, at 
which Sir Arnold Kemball acted as inter- 
preter, aud presaed upon his majesty the 
two points on which the powers intended 
to insist, informing; hiin that if thry were 
not accepted the uii Oii.s.rulora would im- 
mediately leave C'ai.itaiitiiiople. These 
two proposals were, that tlu-n; uh ;uld be 
a mixed Turkish and internaiional coin- 
miasioti of supervision, and that the first 
appointment of the govonior's should be 
ratified by the p(jH i;ra. Gn Jan. 18th, a 
•pecial meeting of the Gtt< man grand 
council WHS held, and about 1-10 Muasul- 
mans and si.xty leading Uliristiana were 
present. The proceedings lasted two 
hours, and were opened by Midhat Pasha. 
With one dissenting voice the council 
were unanimous in insisting on the re- 
jection of the proposaU of the powers. 
The conference held its last sitting on 
Jan. 20th, and iiinuodiately afterwards 
Lord Salisbury left for England. On 
April 2, 1878, he was appointed secretary 
of state for foreign uil'.iirs, in the room of 
the Earl of Derby, resigned, and he at 
once wrote a nieiuorablo dispatch, in 
which he clearly enunciated the nolicy of 
the government with regard to the East- 
ern (|UeBtion. lJu and the Karl of Bea- 
consheld soon afterwards were the repre- 
sentativea of Great Britain at the con - 
gress of Berlin, and on their return to 
London they met with a most enthuaiaatic 
reception at Oliaring Crosa (.J uly 10, ]87f^.) 
The Oueen iii"e3led the iMarciuia of Salis- 
bury with the Order of the Garter July 
30th. On Aug. M, lie and the Earl of 
Beacoiisfield received the freedom of the 
city of London, and were afterwards on- 
tertaind at a grand banquet at the Man 
sion House. He went out of ollice with 
his party after the defeat they .sii.-itaiiied 
at the general election of .April, 18H0. 
At a meeting of coiiHcrvativo peers, held 
on May 9, 1881, at the residence of the 
Marquis of Abergavenny, the Marquis of 
Salisbury was elected to lead the party in 
the house of lords. 



BBlTim NAVAL PREPARATIONS 

Within a year past, and previoHs to the 
imminence of war with Russia, the atten - 
tion of the British public and of the ad- 
miralty had been pointedly called to the 
iuBufliciency in several respect.s, and the 
general unreadiness of the navy for a 
great emergency. 'J'he force of the pre- 
liminary warning was iiiteiisiHed by the 
Anglo-lluasian troubles, and herculean 
efiforts have been since shown to make 
good what was dciicient. The construe 
tion of new and powerful IroncUds, swift 
cruisers and rania, has been ordered, some 
of which it will take yeara to complete, 
but notwithstanding the present indica- 
tions of peace these will bo built. The 
importaiicn of the torpedo service was 
strongly deinonatrated in tlie war between 
France and China, and it appears that in 
this arm of the .service the British navy 
liad been relatively weaker than that of 
Franco or Germany, as alao weaker than 
Russia in the use of torpedoes for coast 
defence. In all these respects the threat- 
ened war with Russia wili iiavu the eOect 
of placing the Briti,-il'i naval service ujjon 
a vastly more ell'ectivo footing. In anoth- 
er way a great expeiiso was incurred, the 
pffoct of which will bo' largely lost if peace 



continues. A large number of swift sea- 
going steamships were chartered by the 
British Koveninioiit for naval uao, at high, 
rates, and for a long term of service. A 
number cf these were taken from the 
trnns-Atlanl.ic passenger service, and o.t- 
teusive changes have been made in them to 
lit them for the tiansportation of troops, 
or otherwise to Bt them for actual war- 
fare. They have been atrengtlioned and 
prepared for tho carrying of powerful 
giiiia. and would have been, by their great 
speed and extensive coal carrying ca- 
pacity, moat ell'ective ships of war. Tho 
readiness with whieh fhoy linvB hmm nc- 
\ quired shows how rapidly a wealthy na- 
tion liko England can reinforce her regu- 
lar fleet from the merchant service. The 
chartered ocean steamers will not be re- 
quired for naval service if peace fortu- 
nately continues.

Dilates on Cliiiicsv and Other 

I1IilllU|-»t 

To a niontrcal KewMpapcr Man. 



Mr. Wontworth Wood, who has spent 
the hiat throe years in British Ci'luinbia, 
and has been paying a visit to Montreal, 
Riinplipd a Witiif'as I'oportBr with some in- 
teresting details U|)on the much-vexed 
Chinese question. Mr. Wood said he was 
diatiiic'ly in favor of the Chiiieao, on the 
liroond that they were ,111 absolute necos- 
sitv in the province, if Incal iiiduatriea 
hoped to compete witli those of the other 
provincoa. It was found that they could 
not bo done without. It made a big dif- 
feronco in tho production of any article, 
whether you paid §H per day or seventy- 
five ceiity for the lalior ex|)oiidod upon it. 
Very rocoiitly a gentleman from Toronto 
contemplated tho e-stablislimiMit uf a wool- 
len mill ill Victoria, and the curpor.ition, 
who were anxioda to have it added to the 
industries of the place, voted $10,000 as a 
subsidy, on tho understanding that no 
Chineao were to be eni|iloyod. Of ceiurao 
tho gentleman abandoned the idea, as it 
would bo madneas to hope to competo in 
this article with high priced white labor. 
Mr. Duiianiuir, one of the wealthieat men 
in tho province, who owned the Hast Wel- 
lington coal minea, told him that it was 
impossible to get on without Chinese la- 
bor. .\part from the necessity of them, 
ho would like to aoolhein out of tho coun- 
try. Tho white iiiuii who came to work 
in the province were n it uiiieh use to it, 
but amongat them would bo found a few 
with mure or leaa auibition, .iiid when 
they made a little money they would build 
a houae and live in better atylo, but with 
the t'hineao it made no tlith'reiice how 
much they made; thi>y alway-- lived in the 
aameatyle. Thero were ab'Oit lo, 1)00 of 
them in the nroviiiee Most id' them wore 
virtually alaves. If a in 111 w.iiiteila num- 
ber of Workmen ho diil not advertise for 
them, but went to a Chinoae "boss," by 
whom the number wai supplied. Those 
men came out from Cliiiia with. nit a cunt 
and Contracted 1 lieiiiael ves lo these 
"bosses " It w.is tiles imo with tho wo- 
men. They were owiieil by the rich 
merchants, who reaped tho rewards of 
their shame. Almost all the women were 
prostitutes, and were fed and clothed by 
those merchants. Very few Chinamen 
wore married. .-Vs to their morals ho did 
not think thoy behaved any worse than 
an equal number of white iiiuu of the 
laboring class would bot\,avu if they wore 
away from homo and unninrried. Cer- 
tainly, when the men were omployod as 
aervanta in housea where there were 
young girla, tho results sometimes were 
very bad; but aa far as the outward a|)- 
pearanco of things weri> coucornod thoy 
were no worse tlian any other class of 
men. They were sober, frugal and ex- 
tremely punctual. II you wanted a China- 
man to come to ymi at hvo i ''clock in the 
morning, he would infallibly be on time. 
Thoy had iiitiiiito patience; and ho re- 
membered two caaea at Nanainio, at tiio 
coal mines, where two "b.ia.--os" had goiio 
upon the spree, and in their absoiico the 
men had worked aa well as if they had 
been present, and hiul earned a haiulaunie 
sum for themselves. The Canadian .Pa- 
cihc Railway could never have been gone 
on Jfith had it not been for Cluneao la- 
bor. The whites (lid not like hard \j'ork; 
ihey were easily annoyed; they knew they 
could always get some kind of work at 
which they could earn from §3 to §4 per 
d.jy, and thoy were conitantly roving 
about. 

The Chiiii;«e had tlieir i.;" J -t .'inides, and 
paid hoiiKiL'e to llieni veiy dev.oiily Their 

idea was that Clod w.i,-, 1, and tUal it 

waa conatanily iiecessary lo a()pease the 
wrath of the devil, who waa disposed to 
wniak vengeance on them. Thoy hud 
two theatres in Victiu'ia, which were run 
on Sundays, thoUL;ti the aath iritiea had 
aeveral times pouuced iiuoii iheiii lor su 
doing. Opium .-iin kliii;. a,-< far a.t he had 
seen, waa not the evil winch it had been 
represented to bo. Very few were over- 
come by it. They would have their am ike 
at night, but thoy would be iu at their 
work in tho mornini! aa usual, lie only 
know two instances in which the habit 
had got com|dete ni,i.".tery. The outcry 
against them had lieeii lirst started by tho 
saloon-keepers, bi'ciiiHe they were toin- 
porato, and Mr. Sliakespean!, who was so 
anti-Chinese, had been largely helped into 
(larliaineiit through thi'i intluonco of the 
aaloon-keepora. It waa aigiiiticant that, 
last fall, when Mr. Cliapleaa was d iwii in 
Victoria, the board ol Irule refused to ex 
press any opinion on tho matter. The 
OhineBB girl was worth about §50; tho 
bargain was generally made in China be- 
tween the parents and the iifrchants who 
trallic in them.

FREE SCHOOLS. 

The Struggle I'oi- Their Preser- 
vaiioa 

Ily the Firs; Itisard of Educa- 
tion. 

The first board of education for the 
colony of Vancouver Island met on Fri- 
day,. fiiiio 2d, i8tj5, at Uovernmont houae, 
Victoria. 

Tho mombera were Dr. Tolmio, II. 
Wakeford, 1. W. Powell, W. J. Mocilon- 
aid, T. Trounce, J. Wright and E. G. 
Alston. 

D. M. Lang, >T. J. Cochrane and J. D. 
Pemberton were afterwards added to the 

board. 

(ioveriior Kennedy explained the object 
of forming the bnarii, which then with- 
drew and elected Dr. Tolmio chairman 
and E G. .\laton secretary /jio /cm. 

At a subsequent meeting Alfred Wad- 
dington was elected superintendent of 
educating. 

This board held ofiico until June 22d, 
1807, when F. (iareacho', T. L. Wood, 
Luinloy Franklin and D. W. Uiggina 
wore appointed to till vacancies occasioned 
by death or reaignation. 

The colonies of Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia, meanwhile, had been 
united under the title of British Colum- 
bia, and with one governor — Seymour. 

At the lirst meeting of the recon- 
structed hoard a message waa road from 
the governor stating that ho had sot apart 
§10,000 for educational purposes in the 
united coloiiitis— S(i,000 of which had 
been apportioned tu Vancouver Island. 

Tho inadequateiiesa of this auin was 
ttp[)areiit, and the board domandod a 
larger sum. 

T'hia demand was unheeded, although 
tho oducatnuial ostiinatea for tho ialand 
footed up 811,Li72 01). 

Even one-half the pitiful sum of §0,000 
was witheld f<ir a long time, and after a 
strugi^le of many moiitha the credit of 
tho i.-diicatioiial eslablishiiient had sunk 
ao low that individual members of the 
board were forced to becuno peraonally 
reaiionaiblo for coal and water supplied 
the achiiol.

In .Vugust, l.StiT, a public meetiut; was 
held at the old theaire, when speeches in 
support of the free' school system were 
made by members of the board and severiil 
citizens. 

It was iinaiiinioiisly resolved at the moot- 
ing that the I'UKK school ayatem should be 
retained, and the board was asked to hold 
ofllco in the hope thafthe goverumeut wiuild 
still act in compliance with tho popular 
wish. 

About this time Dr. Tolmio resigned as 
(diaii nian and Or. Powell was chosen in his 
stead. 

On the 'ind of N'ovenilii'r following the 
boaril ealh'd the atti^ntion of the govern- 
ment to the "destitute condition of the 
teachera," who had not recoivoil their aal- 
aries for many mouths. 

No answer having been received to. their 
communication, on Deo. Pith it was moved 
by 1). W. llingins, seconded by L, Frank- 
lin and carried, that the board having no 
funds for their relief would be forced to 
close the schools after the holidays. 

On the 'JOth Dec. temporary aid arrived 
from an unexpected ipiarter. .\ triiveliiig 
(■ireus company |.;avi: a performance for the 
benefit of the schools which netted c;-iy4. 
This sum was handed over to the board and 
immediately apportioned among the 
teachers. 

ii >Mi3 not until the 15th May follow- 
ing that the hoard reoaived tho further

ivhich tliey were enabled to pay off many 
piesHl ti!,' liabilities. 

The board coiitiniied to struggle along 
until March, l.Still, when hiving met with 
iiiiiunierablu rebutls and disappointments, 
and being without money or credit, it was 
niianhnoualy resolved to dissolve. The 
linal un'cting was held March Ihh, 181)9, 
the proc'eediiiga of ivhieh are thus rec'jrd- 
ed in tho niiiuito book; "Tho chairman 
aiiiKuin'jed a balance in his hands of 
$94 81, after [)aying otf all claims on ac- 
count of education for 1808. 

"Moved by Dr. Tolinie, seconded by 
.Mr. Liiiigins, that tho chairman be re- 
ouested lo hand the auni to Mra. Butler 
who has been teacher of I ho Saanlcli 
school, during tile !):i3t year, without any 
romunorati ni from the board. Carried.

nrCREASB OF THE COLOKED 
RAGE. 

The Time Coming when tlie 
C?oIurcd Rncc will be In u 
majority in the United 
States. 

Cincinnati, May 25. — At Ihf.' ausaion of 
the Proabyterian gutioral aaserably lo-cLvy 
Bev. Ei H. Allen, aecretary of tiio FrucJ- 
men's aid SDciety, made a strong spoocli 
following the prosentatioii of tho report of 
that aociety. To illiiatrato tUo ri'iii!irl;a lio 
had hung on tho wall back of tho platform 
B map twenty foot long by twulvo foot 
wide, showing tho ratio of black to wliito 
population in tho aouthurn atatea. It was 
a very startling map, and, whon oxplainiid 
by tho oarnost apoaker. inndo a strong iin- 
preasiori. Horo aro a fow of hia aigniti- 
cant facta: Twmity years ago, at tho 
cloao of tho war, thore wero in tho south- 
ern states 3,9-17,000 colored people, and 
now thoro aro moro than 7,000,1100, Then 
there were in Miaaisaippi 'J20,000 negroes, 
and now GijO.OOO Thoii there woro in 
Georgia .Lu-t,OUO negroes, now 725,000. 
Then thoro wore in South Carolina -100,- 
000, and now more than 000,000. Five hini- 
drod colored babies aro born in the United 
States every day. The colored people of 
the United States double every twenty 
years; the white population only once in 
thirty-five years. Eight years will not 
have passed before the negroes will be in 
a numerical majority in aomo of tho 
Southern Stat.sa. At the present r:'.te of 
increase, in 1985 thoro will bo 0(iJ300,000 
white people in the United States, and 
192,000,000 colored pooplo. The day is 
not tar distant whon it will bo a physical 
imposaibility to continue tho present prac- 
tice of diafranchiaoment of tho colored 
people of the Southern States. In South 
Caroliiia ho haa bought and paid fur 270,- 
000 acres of land, which he cultivates. In 
the South he pays taxea on more than 
$91,000,000 of property. Ho is editing, 
printing and publishing 10(! nowspapers. 
And yet of the 7,000,(100 colored people 
of this country more than 0,000,000 can- 
not read nor svrito. 

The event of the da^' was tho discussion 
that afternoon of Judge Drake's resolution 
of last Friday, which arraigned the Roiiiau 
Catholio church as uuohriatiau and de- 
clared its baptism to be iuvulid. Judge 
Drake hoped his resolution would bo fully 
discussed, and that he might have the eloa- 
ing of the debate. Tlu^ first speaker, Or. 
Alexander, of the .S.ui Kraueiseo Iheologicid 
seminary, who strongly ojiitosed the resohi- 
tiou. Thou came Uev. K. 11. Xevin, of 
Philadelphia, in support of thi' resolution. 
Ifo expressed sur])rise at hearing sui'li sm- 
timonta from Dr. .Vlcx.'imlir, ami saiil: 
"lly God, have iiu rey on (.'alifornia if slie 
starts such theology as that." Then Dr. 
iPhUUp Sohaff, of the Bible revision com- 
mittee, opposed the resolution. He cJo-ied 
by offering the following resolution as a 
substitute for that offered on Friday by 
Judge Drake: 

Resolved, That it isllie deliberate and de- 
cided judgment of the this a.-^seiiibly. in full 
accord wilh tll r<-t,.iined cui,!ensli^iia and 
the theory and prautice ni all the ref 'rui- 
era of Westininsiei- divines, thai ihe Ro- 
man Catholic cliurch, tlmugh corrupt and 
teaching many errors, yut rutaiuiiig the 
holy acriptures and ancient creoda wiili 
the fudametiial irulhaof chi 1st iiuiily , is 
still a branch ot the cliurcli of Christ , and , 
therefore, that the sacrament of baptism, 
administered by her in the name of the 
holy trinity, and with the intention to 
baptise, is true and valid christian bap 
tism, which cannot, and ou>;ht not, to be 
repealed. 

By this time it was 5 o'clock, the hour 
for adjournment. 



Establlsiiinf; Creameries. 



In a recent issue of the Breednr.s' 
Gazette, Professor Morrow, of the Illi- 
noiso InduBtrial University, gives what 
seeiUB to be mobt excellent advice in re- 
gard to establishing buhter or cheese 
factories at iiujiracticai jiointH, or of 
conducting the same on any other than 
busine.'j.s jiriiiciplus, under the (leliision 
that the prolita to bo derived from 
such enterprises are so great that sati.s- 
faccory resulls will bo certain and im- 
mediate, even witii adverse surround- 
ings. He says: 

My faith in farming has been often 
expressetl. Believing in it heartily, 1 
am sorry to see creameries, or butter 
or cheese factories established where 
there is little probability that thev 
will succeed, or with utistaken notions 
on the part of tho.se interested. Largi^ 
profits are not to be expected. A''pry 
often there may be loss at the Ursil. It 
is idle to e.\[i(!ct tliat fanners who 
have not been accustoincd to the busi- 
ness, usually with neither their furins 
nor their cows particularly well jire- 
pared, should at once reap largo profits 
from any branch of dairying. 
"* Extravagant expenditures for htiilil- 
ings or outlit, whetlier on the farm or 
for the factory,' should be avoiditd. 
There is no need of putting iirlO.OOU, 
$5,000 or even §3,000, intoacreaniei y 
or butter factory suited for a locality 
where little has beon done in dairying 
hitherto. It is easy enough to enlarge 
68 neetled. It is not nearly ho easy to 
get a prolitablo return out of a build- 
ing nt^edlessly large or costly in lit- 
tings. 

When it is pro])osed to establish a 
creamery in a locality in which no- 
thing of the kind has' been tried, no 
more profitable step can bi; taken tliaii 
to have some intelligent pi.'rson visit a 
few successful ostablisii nionts of the 
kind, and Lhii.s learn something of 
what is necessary and what can safely 
be dispensed \^ uh. Secoiully, I would 
count it decidedly ad vantageou.s to 
have a compel out ami e.vperiiinced 
manager. 1 do not, eonsider it cither 
necessary or ilfsiraMe ili.at the erection 
of a building, or furnishing tlu^ outlit, 
should bo given by coiiiraot to un- 
known or traveling parties.

Boa. A dispatch from Nubar Paaha, tho 
Jijgyptian prime minister, deniea that there 
is any truth in tho re|)ort, but it has 
caused oouaiderable alarm among the 
friends of the few Britiah soldiers left iu 
Suakim. 



Useful Ucci|)cs. 

Tapioca Puddino with ]\Iilk. — To 
two quarts of new milk adil .a ti\'ifU|)- 
ful of ta])ioca: soak over night, or put 
ou tho back of the stove in the morn- 
ing and simmer, as when water is used. 
When soft, add a teacup of sugar; bake 
an hour. Lemon or other llavoring can 
be ailded if desired. Made in this way, 
it is much more ilclicato than when 
eggs an- used, and also more healthful 
and to me much nicer. 

CoiiN Stakcu Si'ONOK Oaki:. — One 
cup pulverized sugar, half cuii flour, 
half a cup corn starch, two teaspoon- 
fuls baking powder, and the whites of 
eight eggs beaten to a froth. h'lavor 
with lemon. Mix the sugar, Hour, corn 
starch and baking powder together, 
drv, sifting all scn-eral times, and stir- 
ring thoroughly; then add tho eggs and 
lemon and bake immetliately. A long, 
deep pan is the bi>st fur this cake, 
which is as white aiul delicate-'as any 
cako can be. It is also very line for 
roll jelly cake. This tjuantity will make 
two large rolls, baked in long shallow 
tins, and as soon as done, remove on a 
clean cloth anil spreail with jelly, roll- 
ing u|) iiumeiliately. 

t^us'i'.Miij UAKi-:.--(Jne eup sugar, 
half a cu]i butter, half cup sweet uiilk 
and two eggs, one heaping teaspoonful 
baking powder and eight cups Hour. 
Mix butter and sugar to a cream, uiid 
ing the eggs well beaten, then the milk 
and lastly the Hour ami baking powder 
sifted togetliiT into the batter. Iviki* 
in four layers. I'or the custard, beat 
one pint of milk until nearly boiling, 
then thicken with two teaspoonfuls of 
corn starch, |)reviously dissolved in 
the milk and sweeten to taste, lieat 
one egg thoroughly, and on removing 
the eustarti from the .stove stir it in 
ra[iidly. Flav.ir witli lemon or vanilla; 
then spread belwei-n the lavers of i-;ike, 
piling U]) as for jelly cake. Tiiis is an 
inex|)ensive, but really delicious cake.

Respecting the Fire Limits, Wooden 
Buildings, and the Storase of hay 
AND Straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
i in^' By-Liiws be it eiKictcd by tliu 
Mtiycir iiiul Council of the Oiirpiinitioii of 
tlio City (if Viotiiriii au follows: 

L. Si'dioii 2 uf "Tlu! liy-L;nv for Pro- 
hibiting thu Erection of Wooden Huild- 
iiiys, l.ST'J, AiiKMidinent By-Law 18Sa" is 
liLTohy rinieiik-d, niid in lieu thereof the 
following substituted : 

"2. That portion i.f the City uf Vic 
toriii which is contained within the liiiuts 
lieroiiiafler deacrilied, namely — coiiiiiienc- 
in^' at the north west corner of lot 127, 
thonco running easterly iiloiig the north- 
ern buuudary of liie auid lot to Htore 
8trei't, thence eiiaterly across Store street 
in a straight line to tho centre of Fia- 
yiird street, thence easterly uIoiil' the 
centre uf FiHj;ard street to the centre of 
Uouf^latj street, thence .southerly aloiif^the 
centre uf Uuuylaa .-itreet to tlu; centre of 
Uoiii ieiiiiy street, thence along the centre 
of Cuurteiiay street to the uurtheast cor- 
ner tut 8, thence along tho iinrthern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to the shore uf Victoria Har- 
bor, thuuco alon;i the shiue line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the puiiit uf cuinnience- 
nient, — is hetehy declared to bo within 
the Fire Liiiiita uf the siiiil city." 

2. Nu iidditiiiii tour alteralion of any 
wooden huildini,' svilhin tlie said firu lim- 
its shall be made. 

3. No building other lliiin with niain 
walls of brick, irali or stone, niul rei liuu 
of incoinbuatible iniiterial, blinll lu; erected 
or placeil within tlie said lini lunit.s. 

4. It .shall be lawful for the Maynr and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any olticar therein named to 
pull down or reiiio-'e ony building which 
shall have been constructed or placed in 
contravention of thi.sliylaw; and all e\ 
penso.s reaaoimlily iiicuiied in [iiillroL; 
down or reinoviiij,' ,uiy aticli luiiliiiny shall 
lu: repiiid by 1 he nu luT ,,1- Dwtiei-H there 
of to the treasurer of thuamd Uorijoratioii, 
and ahall be recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before tlie Police i\Iiig- 
istnito or any other .Justice of the I'eace 
having jurisdiction within tho said city. 

5. Ill this Hylaw tho word "building" 
ahall nut iifiply to ariy ahed witliin the 
ciirtiliif^e of iiiiulher building and used 
e.vcluaively fur the atornL'C of fuel lor con 
siiinpiinii ill such other building, such 
shed not exceeding ton feet by twelve 
feet in superlicial linear iiieiisure and ten 
feet in lieii;lit , iiur ahull il ap|ily to any 
shed ."-jcied or tu be erected wholly on or 
over the wociden piles uf a wharf on the 
water front ; but no sluul ahall hereafter 
bo erected ou any wharf within the said 
fire limits other than with roofing of in- 
combustible material. 

G The quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw perniiltid to he slored or ke|il 
for sale or use in any building within tlie 
fire limits shall not exceed the fulluwing, 
namely: 

For every Livery or Hack Stable, 15 
tons. 

Kor storage or sale, 15 tons.

7. ICvery P.ylaw or purtiuii of a Hylaw 
which is meoiisiateiit with any provision 
of this Hylaw is hereby reiiealed.
